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that the convention ought to he 
liberal enough to extend the 
courtesies of the meeting to every 
brother and sister who attended, 
K. Z. Beplogle expressed him- 
■elf against it because there was 
not an equalisation of represen- 
tation. 

Many of the delegates did not 
regard the call of the National 
Committee as others did and this 
censed the difference. 

Here the chairman said that 
he would declare the present 
body a maBS meeting, and all 
workers are requested to take 
part in the proceedings. 

E. Mason offered the following 
as an amendment : 

"And that the courtesies of the 
convention be extended to all the 
brethren and sisters present, not 
actually delegates." 

The amendment was pat and 
it was announced lost. 

A division was called for and 
taken and it was lost. 

J, C. Cassell moved to make 
the decision unanimous— carried. 
8. II. Bashor moved that the 
courtesies of the convention be 
extended to all the brethren pres- 
ent to participate in its delibera- 
tions except to vote upon ques- 
tions upon which a division is 
called when the deciding vote be 
oast by the duly elected delegates 
present. 

E. L. Yoder amended the above 
as follows : 

"Resolved that the committee 
on credentials have the power to 
receive ae delegates such as 
have no credentials when it can 
be shown to the committee that 
they have a right to be present 
as workers, and also that the 
committee on credentials be al- 
lowed to equalize the delegation 
as near as possible." 

Here 8. H. Bashor asked the 
Oonvention to excuse him from 
the position of Vice Chairman, 
and his request was granted. J. 
11. Knepper, ot Berlin, Pa., was 
then appointed to fill the vacancy. 
The committee on Charch 
Charter was called for and re- 
ported. The incorporate name 
is "'The Brethren Church," tbe 
principal center, Ashland, Ohio, 
and it shall set up no creed but 
the New Testament. 

J. U. Swihart, evangelist ap- 
pointed by the Dayton Conven- 
tion, reported 11 churches organ- 
ized, 7 elders ordained, 20 min- 
isters installed and 640 accessions. 
Henry Wise, of Cameron, W. 
Va., was appointed ae a com- 
mittee to gather statistics of the 
ohurcb and publish them in tab- 
ulated form. 

Tbe following letters to tbe 
convention were read, trom 
Tiosa, lnd. ; Silver Creek con- 
gregation, Williams County, O. ; 
Waterloo, Iowa ; Danlap, Elk- 
hart county, lnd. ; Zimmerman, 
Green county, Ohio ; M t. Zion

Pleasant Valley church, Kansas ; 
Mound ohuroh, Bates county, Mo.

The nomination was tabled.

The nomination was tabled. 

THURSDAY. 

After devotional exercises S, 
H. Bashor offered the following 
resolution : 

It is the sense of this conven- 
tion, that the apostolic idea of 
congregational church govern- 
ment relates alone to the inci- 
dental affaire of the local congre- 
gation and not to doctrinal prac- 
tices and tenets which must be 
general or universal — the same 
in all congregations, the doctrinal 
conditions ot membership in one 
congregation shall be the doc- 
trinal conditions in every other. 
It was carried. 

The committee for the consid- 
eration of the letters addressed 
to tbe oonvention then reported 
and it was adopted. 

Bro. liolsinger read the char- 
ter of tbe Publishing House ae 
the report of the committee on 
publication appointed at Dayton. 
It was adopted. 

Tbeu Bro. Holsinger read his 
report of the College canvass, af- 
ter which he offered a plan for 
the management ot Ashland Col- 
lege — that the church assume the 
indebtedness of the College, and 
control the property, and a deed 
be made to trustees appointed 
by the associations ; and that an 
Educational committee of five 
persons be appointed, who shall 
have cnti iv control of the man- 
agement of the institution, and 
that they shall publish an annual 
report. 

After much interesting discus- 
sion it was decided to refer the 
resolution to tbe committee on 
education. 

Bro. Tombs ugh presented a 
resolution concerning the elec- 
tion of ministers, which was 
eventually relerred to the con- 
committee for the regulation of 
future conventions. 

The report of the committee 
on missionary work was adopted. 
Incompliance with this report, 
J.D. MeFaden, Henry Homan, 
E. L. Hildebrand, J. M. Lichty, 
E. B. Shaver, were appointed as 
a general mission board. 

The committee on the regula- 
tion of future conventions re- 
ported was adopted. 

A committee on Temperance 
was proposed, and J. D. MeFad- 
en, A. L. Garber and J. C. Sw- 
ing appci u ted. 

A resolution to disown and 
dispose of It. F. Mallott was 
unanimously adopted. 

A resolution was presented to 
advise the brethren against oath 
bound societies, which was 
adopted. 

A resolution to effect an or- 
ganisation to be known as the 
sister's society for Christian en- 
deavor was appointed. 

It waa decided that our future 
assemblies be known aa "Breth- 
ren Conventions." 
Bro. Bashor moved that the 


ministers form themselves into 
an association tor mutual benefit, 
and that a codrse of study after 
the Chautauqua plan be inaugu- 
rated, and that a committee be 
elected by the convention to put 
this into practice. 
This was carried. 
Tbe committee elected was S. 
H. Bashor, Joe. W. Beer, J. D. 
MeFaden, H. B. Holsinger, A. 
D. Gnagey, 

Bro Baahor waa elected chair- 
man of this committee by the 
convention 

The report of the committee 
on Publication was passed, and a 
board of directors was elected in 
accordance with the suggestions 
therein 

The board was elected as fol- 
lows : E L Yoder, E Mason x A 
L Garber 

In accordance with the report, J. W. 
Beer was elected Editor, and 1. D. 
MeFaden assistant Editor. 

Several names for the paper were 
suggested, out it was decided to retain 
that of Brethren Evangelist. 

C. A. Coler, J. W. Beer, J. D. Me- 
Faden, E. B. Shaver, A. Pearson, were 
appointed as a. committee to confer 
with present publishing boose to bar- 
gain for a purchase. 

After the report of the committee on 
education had been adopted, Bro. 
Bashor moved that the delegates and 
pastors go horns and urge their congre- 
gations so that each member will do- 
nate one dollar each jear until the 
debt was paid. 

Tbe mover requested each one that 
voted In tbe affirmative should do eo 
by donating one dollar. Ninety-four 
affirmative votes were taken on this 
question, and It was carried amid 
great eioitement. 

Besides the above $616 was further 
pledged on paper. 

The committee appointed to confer 
with tbe present owners of the Pub- 
lishing House reported that they pro- 
posed to sell the present office, with all 
Its stock, furniture, good-will Ac. for 
$7.60u The discussion on this sub- 
ject giving all the necessary explana- 
tions will be given In tbe forthcoming 
full report. 

It waa decided that the present pub- 
lishing house should be purchased at 
the suggested price, and a committee, 
of three, consisting of Joslah Keim, A. 
Pearson, J. D. McFadeu, were appoint- 
ed to consummate the purchase. 

Bro. J. W. Beer moved to purchase 
tbe copyright of the Brethren Ilyiu. 
nody— It was carried. 

Bro. Caber moved that a committee 
be appointed authorized to purchase 
the Tract s ■nrty. 

Bro. Knepper moved that tbe com- 
mittee on purchasing the Evangelist 
be empowered to purchase the Hymn- 
ody, Ac— It was carried. 

The committee on Resolutions re- 
ported as follows : We your commit- 
tee on resolutions beg leave to give the 
following report : 

We recognize the fact that tbe edu- 
cations I Interests of the ohuroh are 
languishing not less from a want of 
pecuniary support than from a lack of 
patronage, and therefore declare as 
the sense of this convention, thai the 
pastors of the several congregations as 
well as tbe friends of Ashland College 
should use their best endeavors to sup- 
ply it wltb students, as well as to se- 
cure the speedy liquidation of its debt. 
Buolvedi That we have unbounded 
confidence in the soundness of the title 
to the Asb land College property and 
In tbe future prosperity of the Institu- 
tion. 

Rttotved, Tbtt this convention ten- 
der Its beet thanks to Bro. Holsinger 
for hi- devotion, untiring zeal and suc- 
cess In his canvass to liquidate tbe 
debt of Ashland College. 

We recognize the traffic In intoxi- 
cating drinks as tbe great crime of the 
age. Its withering influence is felt In 
thousands of homes, dragging down to 
untimely graves and eternal death, 
thousands of our fellows, Ailing our 
pauper and penal institutions with in- 
mates, thwarting good government. 
Opposing the influence of Christianity 
In Sabbath desecration, rioting and 
drunkenness ; it la the crying aln of 
onr times. 

Wiibrbab, The Bible by repeated 
declarations teaches the doty of ob- 
stalning from intoxicating drinks In 
the Interests of pure morality and con- 
sistent Christianity, therefore, 
Raolved, That we are tn hearty 


abolition of the traffic, and that we 
favor state and national prohibition as 
the only successful means of staving 
tbe ravages of tbe rum power. 

We recognize tbe authority of Him 
who has said : "Go ye Into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every 
creature," and we believe that the re- 
quirements of this command can be 
meet successfully complied with by 
united efforts in the missionary cause : 
Therefore be it resolved that we 
pledge ourselves to give our moral and 
pecuniary aid to the state and national 
boards ot mission created, and to be 
hereafter created for the furtherance 
of this work. 

We believe that tbe platers of the 
Brethren church should have a voice 
and encouragement in every good 
work In our beloved brotherhood, and 
whereas they have laid a foundation 
at this cuu v«ut km for a sister's nation- 
al and local endeavor In our church, 
be It therefore, 

Besotted, That this convention give 
the sisters throughout the entire 
brotherhood the necessary encourage- 
ment and sympathy to make their 
work In this cause a complete sucoesB. 

Haoiocd, That the thanks of this 
convention are due tbe trustees of 
Asbland College, the Asbland City 
Brethren chu re b. and the citizens of 
Ashland for their kindness and hospi- 
tality in the entertainment of this 
convention. 

2nd. That the thanks ot this con- 
vention are also due the committee on 
Rail Road arrangements for their ef- 
forts toward the success of this con- 
vention. 

3rd, Tbat the officers of this con- 
vention for their untiring labors here, 
receive the good will and thanks of 
this convention. 

It was adopted. 

The report of tbe committee on Tem- 
perance was adopted. 

Whjcbkas, The traffic in intoxicating 
liquors is a gigantic and one of the 
most dangerous evils of the day, and 
as the Bible and the laws of health 
teach that abstinence therefrom is 
most beneficial, therefore, 

1. .Resolved, Tbat to license or tax 
the traffic of intoxicating drinks, Is to 
"justify the wicked for reward. 1 ' 

2. Raolaed, That we are In favor or 
State and National Prohibition as the 
settlement of the temperance question. 

3. litsotitd. That we are In hearty 
sympathy with tbe Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union In their various 
Hues of Christian work. 

J. D. McFadkn. 
J. C. Ewino, 
A. L. (J a niiKit. 
The st udenta of A Bh 1 an d Col lege of- 
fered resolutions expressing respect for 
and confidence in Prof. Felger, of Ash- 
land College and asking that the Sci- 
entific Course be takeu up. After 
much discussion it was adopted. 

By conseutof the convention, Prof. 
Felger Ihen addressed the House, 
speaking ot his aims, objects and hopes 
and the prospects of the School. 

Bro. P. J. Brown moved that a vote 
of thanks be tendered to Prof. Felger 
for his good wishes for Asbland Col- 
lege, which was carried unanimously. 

Bro. J. U. MeFaden asked for infor- 
mation as to his duties as assistant 
editor. Bro. Holsinger being called 
upon, said that he should learn to 
write, read proof, correct manuscript, 
so tbat In the event of the death of the 
editor, which was an event which 
might occur, as he was growing old, he 
might be prepared to take the place. 

Moved by Dr. Pearson and seconded 
by J as. A. Ridenour tbat tbe conven- 
tion reconsider the appointment of tbe 
Directors of the Publishing House. 

After a little discussion it was lost, 
and the Board remains as it was. 

In regard to the purchase of tbe 
Brethren Hymnody, it was decided 
that it be left to tbe discretion of the 
Directors and tbe editor, 

Bro. Holsinger made a tew remarks 
at the close, affect! ngly referring to 
his tailing powers and his approaching 
dissolution. 

The convention then closed hy using 
hymn No. 41. 

Tea Flao Floats. 
Tbat the College question was one of 
the moat. If not the most Important 
subjects that would appear before the 
Convention, was easily seen by tbe 
anxiety with which the delegates 
awaited tbe report of the Committee 
on Education. No sooner did the 
Committee file Into tbe chapel, than a 
motion- waa made to defer the business 
on band to bear tbe report. Although 
tbe deterred business was again taken 
up and disposed of, the convention was 
anxious to discuss the College matter, 
and bring about a satisfactory settle- 


While much has been done, and, 
much more bad been promised, yet 
there stood the debt staring na In the 
face and blocking up the progress of 
the Institution. There was a very ap- 
parent determination to use every ef- 
fort to throttle the monster. 

Bro, Bashor struck the right cord 
when he proposed that every member 
In tbe church be requested and urged 
to pay one dollar a year until tbe debt 
was paid. We say the right chord was 
struck because the response was so 
grand. And if the debt that now bur- 
dens Ashland College is ever paid off 
it will be hy this plan. 

Every one who was present at tbe 
College chapel on last Thursday even- 
ing will never forget the enthusiasm 
with which the measure waa passed. 

In the presentation of this motion, 
brother Bashor made one of the grand- 
est ap peals of h Is life. Th e earnest n ess 
and eloquence wltb which he reasoned 
reached Into every soul, and as tbe se- 
quel proved into every pocket book. 
Tbe Are took hold of the speaker and 
spread through the cnnvenilou, until 
every one was warmed up. The words 
seemed to burn aa tbey entered tbe 
heart, and every one felt that the de- 
cisive moment had come as they had 
never felt It before. 

The speaker said be wanted the con- 
vention to vote on this question so that 
it would be felt ; that the plan that 
was to rescue Asbland College most be 
commenced here tonight. He request- 
ed all tbe delegates to come and depos- 
it tbelr vote on tbe table In the shape 
of a dollar. Tbe convention was ready 
for the vote. No sooner was the vote 
called for than there was a general up- 
rising. The audience came forward 
and the chink of the silver was plainly 
heard. Bro. Ewlng, with a peculiar 
Inspiration, went to the organ, and 
hundreds of voices pealed forth the joy- 
ful song "Rejoice and be glad, the Re- 
deemer has come." The dollars still 
poured in , and Bro. Uasbor mounted a 
chair and still continued to encourage 
the audience. It was a grand time. 
Tears and smiles could be seen on the 
same faces, and every one felt that the 
day of emancipation tor the College 
was not far d tstan I . Wh en order waa 
in part restored, It was found that 
ninety -four dollar votes bad been cast, 
beside five hundred and fifteen dollars 
tliat had been pledged by th« delegates 
for themselves and their churches. 

It had been said that the College 
would either rise or fall with the ac- 
tion of this convention. Every one 
felt this. So tbe students were anx- 
iously a waiting the result. They had 
draped a large flag in esse of failure. 
But when the cburcb so emphatically 
and enthusiastically voted to sustain 
it, tbe crape was torn off, and early 
tbe next morn, tbe flag was hoisted to 
the tower, proclaiming the glad tidings 
to tbe world that the day of emauclpa- 
bad dawned at last. 

Doug iii.ty tbe flag of freedom wave 
over an unburdened institution, and 
that the votes will continue to pour in 
until the last link of tbe debt-chain 
will be broken. If the enthusiasm of 
last Thursday evening could reach out 
into tbe brotherhood the debt would 
only live in memory. Come brethren, 
here is an opportunity for all to vote. 
Let us vote with all our hearts, and re- 
member every vote counts a dollar. A 
few such votes and it would 
over.
